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BAD ASS

ark Calaway, a.k.a. The 
Undertaker, is the 
longest active wrestler 
in the WWF today. He’s 
gone through various 
transformations of his character but 
none moregadical than his change from 
"The Matftrom the Dark Side" to "The 
American Bad Ass." His success is 
nothing short of amazing, considering 
his gimmick was untested and almost 
cartoonish when he debuted on WWF 
TV 11/22/90 at the Survivor Series. 

Calaway began pro wrestling in ’84 
but it wasn’t until °89 that he became a \ \ 
steady worker, using such names as ° | 
The Master of Pain, The Masked 
Punisher, Texas Red, Punisher Dice 
Morgan and Mean Mark Callous in they 
USWA and WCW before landing WWF 
style as Kane the Undertaker, first with 
manager Ted Dibiase, then Brother 
Love, then Paul Bearer. The Kane name 
was dropped weeks later, thus The 
Undertaker was born. It was later 
explained Undertaker had used the 
Kane name in memory of his brother 
whom he believed perished in a fire 
years ago, but then mysteriously 
emerged in the WWF. His dark 610 
328-pound character attempted to do 
what many could not: convince the fans 
he was an invincible zombie-like crea- 
ture, not a gimmick but the real deal. To 
his credit, despite the sometimes surre- 
al storylines, Calaway managed to con- 
vince even the most skeptical of fans 
that he truly was from the "dark side," 
capable of inhuman feats. Although he 
never claimed to be "dead," his actions 
and the public perception were that he 
was a Creature of the night, impervious 
of human emotion or pain. 

And the fans loved i 

When The Undertaker would sit up 
after a mind-boggling bi ating, the 
crowd pop would be deafening. His 
trademark eye-rolling and "Rest in 
Peace" catchphrase woul last nearly a 
decade.

comers and foreshadowing his 
meteoric rise to stardom. The 
Ultimate Warrior is the next victim. 
The win solidifies The Undertaker 
as a dark force to be reckoned 
with. 

Snagging the World Title from _, 
Hulk Hogan 11/91 in controver- 
sial fashion when Ric Flair inter- 
fered established him bigtime. 
Then-President Jack Tunney, 
though, because of the interfer- 
ence, called for a rematch six 
days later, which Calaway lost, 
but The Undertaker was on the 
map. 

One of the most agile big men in 
the sport, he displayed both catlike 
grace and amazingly powerful 
moves. Although involved in 
numerous high-profile matches 
with Giant Gonzales, Kamala and 
Yokozuna, the World Title always 
seemed to elude him as he fought 
oddly gimmicked wrestlers and 
"big men," usually coming out on 
top. 

Calaway’s career took an unusu- 
al turn 1/92 when he saved Miss 
Elizabeth from a sneak attack by 
Jake The Snake Roberts, leading to 
one of the first badguy versus 
badguy feuds (generally not money 
matches). Hotly anticipated, they 
were extremely well received by the 


ns. 
In 1994, the most outrageous of | 


storylines was presented, that of a 
fake Undertaker. After Mr. Fuji’s 
men slammed him into a casket at 
the 1994 Royal Rumble, he vowed 
to be "reborn." Ted DiBiase 
brought in Brian Lee, dressed to 
look exactly like The Undertaker, 
claiming that The Undertaker had 
decided to change his ways and 
side with him rather than Paul 
Bearer. Bearer exposed the fake 
Undertaker, bringing Calaway back 
to the WWF, perpetuating a feud 
between the two Undertakers and 
an Undertaker versus Undertaker 
match at SummerSlam 94. A triple 
tombstone exposed Brian Lee as 
the faker and firmly established 
Calaway as one of the first "tween- 


ers" in

being who marched to the beat of 
his own drum. 

After taking down the crazed 
Sycho Sid, Sid and Kama were no 
match for Shawn Michaels and 
The Undertaker in a wild tag bout. 
The Undertaker may have been 
invincible but Mark Calaway was 
not and in late 1994, his orbital 
bone was broken in a match with 
then-Mable (Nelson Fraiser). He 
was out of action six weeks. 


| Undaunted, by late November, 


Calaway was back with a mask to 
protect his face and add another 
slight twist to his persona, defeat- 
ing Bret Hart to propel him to even 
greater heights in the WWF. Ona 
roll, The Undertaker, having been 
transformed with a new look and 
attitude, squashed Crush, 
Yokozuna, and IRS in rapid suc- 
cession. 

Calaway has always trans- 
formed his character in subtle 
ways throughout the years, chang- 
ing outfits and personalities slight- 


' ly. He’s always been thrown into 


main event-type matches with 
such superstars as Diesel (Kevin 
Nash), Goldust (Dustin Runnels), 
Bret Hart, and Mankind (Mick 
Foley). Mankind was, in 1996, 
about as far from realistic as you 
can get, wearing a mask on his 
face, rocking in the corner of the 


ring, and pulling chunks of hair out 


his head as he waited for his oppo- 
nents to start the match. By this 


| time, wrestling fans had grown 


smarter and weren’t buying into 
the unrealistic personas like 
Mankind and Goldust but, still, 
they believed in The Undertaker. 
Calaway, through the subtle 
changes in persona and attitude, 
was able to keep fans guessing 
about his character and believing 
that he truly was untouchable. 
Paul Bearer, the on-again off- 
again manager, turned on The 
Undertaker at SummerSlam ’96, 
effectively burying the relationship. 
This proved to be a good move for 
Calaway, who was able to break

It was eight years earlier that 
Stephanie first showed her face to 
wrestling fans as she appeared in 


the WWF merchandise catalog , 


modeling a Hulk Hogan Painters 
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cap and a Rockers T-shirt. 

Making her onscreen debut last 
year, thrust into a bitter battle 
between the Undertaker’s Ministry 
of Darkness and her father Vince, 
she was unable to crack the power 
threshold that CEO Vince had over 
the federation. The Undertaker 
made his hatred personal, focusing 
on Vince’s vulnerable spot--his 
family. Week after week, 
Undertaker dropped hints at his 
devious plan, but it was when Vince 
anonymously received his daugh- 
ter’s teddy bear, that the sinister 
plan was unveiled. Stephanie, 
whose onscreen personality still left 
much to be desired at that point in 
time, found solace staying by her 
father’s side. Vince guarded his 


innocent jewel with his life, but 
found himself being called away 
time after time. Cronies Gerald 
Brisco and Pat Patterson, along 
with Shane, were given babysitting 
duties when Vince 
wasn’t around, but the 
grasp on the innocent 
Stephanie was slipping 
away. After weeks of 
terror and torment, The 
Undertaker had kid- 
napped Stephanie by 
§ posing as the family’s 
personal limo driver. 
The Undertaker kept 
Stephanie hidden from 
her family over the 
next couple of weeks, 
and valiant attempts 
from various wrestlers 
including Ken 
Shamrock came up 
short in reuniting father 
and daughter. The mind games 
played by the Ministry of Darkness 
set the stage for what promised to 
be Vince McMahon’s worst night- 
mare. On RAW one night, The 
Undertaker brought Stephanie out 
to the ring, visibly distraught , 
draped in a black velvet dress, and 
actually tied to a wooden cross!

As Paul Bearer oversaw 
the proceeding, Stephanie made 
numerous attempts to break free— 
and there were valiant attempts by 
other wrestlers to set her free—but 
they were all unsuccessful.

thin afew weeks, 

the Blue Meanie, one 

of professional 

wrestling’s most 

endeared perform- 
ers, will be making a tough decision. 
Will he head to the resurgent WCW, 
where he is being courted by head 
booker Vince Russo, or will he 
return to ECW, the federation that 
made him a star.

never been given the 
chance to show off his 
in-ring ability [he can 
execute a devastating 
moonsault]. After work- 
ing in WWF’s Memphis 
training facility and local 
promotions for most of 
the past year, he has fur- 
ther developed his skills 
and recreated himself. 
Although the once 
rotund wrestler is now 
nearly svelte, the WWF, 
unable to come up with 
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a storyline for him, 
gave the Blue Meanie his release in 
June. Undaunted, he has accepted 
bookings for independent wrestling 
shows well into October, after 
which he will take the next step in 
his professional career. 

A lifelong fan of pro wrestling, the 
Blue Meanie graduated high school 
and left his home in Atlantic City, 
New Jersey to train at Al Snow’s 
school in Ohio. His classmates 
included D-Lo Brown, Reckless 
Youth and former NWA World 
Champion Dan Severn. After mak- 
ing his independent wrestling debut 


in 1995 as the Zebra Kid, he met 
The Raven, who re-christened him 
the Blue Meanie and brought him to 
ECW. As the sidekick of Raven 
lackey Stevie Richards [now the evil 
censor of WWF], the Meanie creat- 
ed classic ECW moments, including 
the N.W.O parody, Blue World 
Order, which featured the blue guy 
doing a hysterical impression of 
Scott "Razor Ramon" Hall. In 1998, 
after a brief reign as the NWA Light 
Heavyweight champion, he moved 
to WWF to join Al Snow’s 

Job Squad, As would be 

the case throughout his 

short WWF tenure, the 

group quickly disbanded 

and the angle dropped. 

Angles featuring the 

Meanie as Golddust’s 

sidekick and later Stevie 

Richards’ partner were 

also abandoned. Also, his 

weight became such an 

issue that he was given 

his release after 

WrestleMania 14. Livid 

fans, though, started fat | 
www.thebluemeanie.com] 

an Internet campaign and 

he was briefly reinstated 

for a shortlived return 

before sent down to the 

WWF Memphis farm. 


Upon The Blue Meanie 
being forced to return to 
Philadelphia earlier this 
year to tend to a family 
situation (he had received 
the phone call informing 
him of his WWF release 
just after visiting his 
grandmother in the hospi- 
tal), his new regimen was 
so successful that few 
people even recognized 
him! He had to explain the 
change when he showed up at this 
year’s March Metal Meltdown in 
Pennsauken, New Jersey to sign 
autographs. It’s one reason why the 
blue guy is currently going through 
a character change. One of the 
nicest guys you will ever meet, His 
Blueness recently spoke with 
Wrestling World about his past, 
present and bright future. 
Wrestling World: How does it feel 
to be a free agent? 

Blue Meanie: Weird. I’m taking a 
lot of independent bookings and 
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doing a lot of autograph signings 
while sending out feelers and 
weighing my options. 

WW: Do you have a timeframe for 
making your next career move? 
BM: | didn’t set any goals, but | 
would like to be somewhere soon. 
| have plenty of work until at least 
October. I’m still able to pay my 
bills! 

WW: What was the highlight of 
your WWF experience? 

BM: Working with Golddust 


[Dustin Runnels]. What two better 
characters to work together than 
Golddust and the Blue Meanie? 
We were the pair of freaks that 
your mom always warned you 
about. We did a lot of great stuff 
that aired. We also did a lot of 
even better stuff that never aired. 
WW: You were a victim of bad tim- 
ing during your stay in the WWF. 
BM: Timing was not on my side. | 
joined the Job Squad right when it 
was disbanding. | joined up with 
Golddust, and was released for the 
first time. Two weeks later, when | 


came back, Dustin asked for his 
release and headed to WCW. 
WW: Dustin couldn’t be blamed for 
asking for his release. As often 
happens in wrestling and on tele- 
vision series, writers sometimes 
feel that characters have run their 
course.

with it. In the early ‘90s, with Doink 
| the Clown and TL Hoppers, it was 
embarrassing to be a fan. | felt like 
walking around with a brown paper 
;bag over my head. | could've been 
the unknown wrestling fan. It was 
certainly a low point in the history 
of wrestling. But then ECW arrived 


and said screw that, we’re not 
going to insult the audience’s intelli- 
gence. We’re going back to what 
wrestling was really about: real 
action and matches featuring guys 
with real names. It was a great 
place to learn. After Raven brought 
me in, | learned a lot watching him 
plan and strategize his matches. 
He’s one of the best interviews, he 
has a great mind. | also learned a 
lot from Paul E. Heyman, Shane 
Douglas, Terry Funk, Tommy 
Dreamer and Tazz.

: Which males 
made you earn 
their respect at the 
start? 

F: I’d rather not 
say. Everybody 
was basically nice 
to me in the 
beginning, but it’s 
just the fact that a 
ot of the women 
in the sport at that 
time were just eye 
candy, and for me 
to go out and get 
my ass kicked 
every night, | just 
earned every- 
body’s respect. A 
lot of women can 
stand there and 
look pretty, but 
not a lot of women 
can do what the 
gitls in ECW can 
o. Nowadays it’s 
a different story, 
but back when | 
started, | was one 
of the first women 
to do the table 
spot from the top 
rope, and now the 
Dudley Boyz grab 
every woman that 
the WWF has— 
and more power 
to the women for 
doing it—but | did 
it five years ago. It 
certainly wasn’t 
common back 
then. Kudos to all 
the women doin 
it now, because 
feel women 
should be more 
involved than just 
standing there and 
lookin’ cute. 
Women can do a 
lot more and I’m 
finally glad that 
everybody’s comin’ out and startin’ 
to do stuff, so that’s really good. 
Once | had everybody’s respect | 
had no problems whatsoever. 

: The women’s role has 
changed in wrestling. For instance, 
there’s no women’s champ in the 
ECW. 

F: No, we don’t have a women’s 
division. We probably never will. 


WW: Why? 

F: Paul and | have talked about this 
many times. He thinks women-on- 
women wrestling doesn’t sell as 
well as the occasional cat fight or 
gimmick match. | know wrestling 
with women is real big in Japan and 
they take it very seriously. In the 
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states, | think that more valets get- 
ting involved is a bigger draw than 
two women actually wrestling. 
WW: It’s a marketing decision, 
sree Ne 
F: Exactly. Hey, if it works for 

WF Pred Vince [McMahon], 
hat’s great. We do a lot of mixed 
tags in ECW. We really don’t do 


one-on-one with women too often, 
just ‘cause | think the fans want to 
see more of women rollin’ around 
on the floor or doin’ one big high 
spot than goin’ in and doin’ a stu- 
pid gimmick match. There’s a lot of 
stuff right now in the WCW and 
WWE that the women are doin’, 
and again, | give them credit for 
goin’ out and doin’ stuff, but it’s 
ridiculous, and some of the moves, 
it doesn’t really tell a story. It’s 
mechanical, in my opinion. It’s not 
real women’s wrestling. And | give 
Stephanie [McMahon-Helmsley] 
credit for goin’ in there and learn- 
ing how to do moves and stuff, and 
I’m glad that Lita’s champion now 


‘cause | had a chance to work with 
her, and she’s really talented. Now, 
if they got somebody in there like 
an Ivory or a Tori or a Luna Vachon, 
then peo could have aly good 
matches, but these little four- 
minute things with all the interfer- 
ence and stuff, it doesn’t make a 
woman’s wrestling match to me. 
And |’m not putting 
7 anybody down, but | 
feel Stephanie and 
these other women 
are better off in roles 
as managers. 
Stephanie, | gotta 
Say, is the best heel 
in the business right 
now. She has mic 
skills, she can go in 
there, she does her 
spots, and | think 
that, in my eyes, | 
would rather see 
someone like Lita be 
a champion, ‘cause 
Stephanie doesn’t 
need a belt to get 
heat, all she does is 
open her mouth! And 
that’s one of the 
things that I’m 
blessed with too. | 
can get cheered for 
having this little tiny 
outfit on, but as soon 
as | open my mouth, 
ae boo me. 

: You really know 
what to say back to 
them alright! 

F: And so does 
Stephanie. We all 
have our talents. I’m 
not saying she was- 
n’t a good women’s 
champion, I’m saying 
she’s better off being 
the role of manager, 
ae matter aie ' 
ey’re going to pu 
Reeth: And Lita’s 
better off now 
wrestling. 
WW: As much as | 
love to lust after 
Stephanie, she was a 
terrible champion, 
making a mockery of 
that belt. Hell, the 
WWF made a mock- 
ery of that belt earlier 
when they had a man be women’s 
champion! It’s the same as the 
mockery they made of the hardcore 
title with that stupid 24/7 rule. 
Those titles mean little now. Maybe 
Lita can restore that belt back. And 
what about you? You can obviously 
wrestle. 
F: | prefer managing. It’s just some- 
thing | choose to do. Now, every 
once in a while, I’ll surprise folks, 
like with the spot | did Saturday 
night. Nobody expected me to do 
somethin’ like that. Everybody 
worked really really hard in that 
Corino/Credible match. The fans 
were into everything they did. And 
for me to be a part of it, and for 


them to let me do what | did, it was 
just such a big night for all of us. | 
felt so proud. | had told them what 
my intentions were as far as my 
spot and they said no problem. We 
did it. It worked. It’s great when 
‘ie have people who listen to you. 
: It would ve been nice if you 
could’ve got away without a con- 
cussion, of course. 
F: Yeah, well, y know, it was a 
mishap, | hit my head, | got 
knocked out 
for a couple 
seconds, | got 
up, | shook it 
off, | had 
more stuff to 
do, and you 
keep doin’ it, 
and that’s 
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prepares 
to piledrive 
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part of 
wrestling. If 
ou can't 
andle pain, 
ou shouldn’t 
e in the ring, 
"know? And | 
now every 
time | walk 
through those 
ropes that | 
could break a 
leg, or god 
forbid some- 
thing worse 
happens, but 
these injuries 
are minor, so 
I'll keep doing 
it. Some girls, 
they try, but if 
ou come out 
ooking like AS.

might cheer you, but it’s when you 
have enough skill to turn the crowd 
around, then you can wear what 
you want, and still get your heat. 
And that’s something | learned 
from working with Shane Douglas, 
‘cause he was great on the micro- 
phone. And from Paul Heyman. It’s 
all in the way you present yourself, 
and | present myself in a way that 
everybody seems to hate, so it 
works out really good. 
WW: What’s in your future? What 
can we look forward to in ECW? 
F: Well, you’re going to think this is 
a lie, but this is a total shoot. | 
don’t know any plans for the future. 
For this weekend, | didn’t find out 
anything until | got to the building. 
The matches were announced, but 
we don’t know anything until the 
last minute, and that’s how Paul 
works. All | know is this weekend | 
have off, so I’m going to rest up, 
but as for the next loop of shows, | 
have no clue what we’re doing and 
that’s honest. : 
WW: Take us through a typical 
card. 
F: | go to the building. If | want to 
practice something | put my sweats 
on, | get in the ring. | practice. If 
not, | have a little bit of time to 
socialize. I’ll go, get dressed, put 
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my makeup on, and sit there until 
I’m called. When I’m called, that’s 
when | know what’s goin’ on. 
There’s no scripts to read, no clue 
what I’m doing, | get my verbiage a 
minute before | walk out the cur- 
tain. Everything’s really last minute. 
WW: Do the wrestlers stay in the 
backstage area and watch the 
matches and comment on them 
when the other guys come back, or 
do they do their stuff and just go 
home? 

F: No no no, we 
stay from the 
Pegianing until the 
end. If it’s a TV 
taping, we have a 
monitor set up in 
the back that we 
all sit around and 
watch. We study 
each match. We 
applaud them 
when they come 
through the cur- 
tain, ‘cause we 
know if they do 
good, the compa- 
ny does good, 
which means | do 
good, so it’s a 
win-win situation. 
We want every- 
body to do their 
best because it’s 
a team effort and 
that elevates the 
company to the 
next level. Nobody 
leaves until after 
the show is over. 
And if you 
have promos, 
you might 
aa stay until 2:00 
or 3:00 in the JO UIA Last 
weekend in New York City, 
some of us didn’t get out until 
3:00. We did location shots at 
the Coyote Ugly bar, in Times 
Square, in Central Park. 
Sometimes we’re at an arena 
from 3:00 p.m. to 4 a.m. You 
can’t just do your match and 
leave, that’s not something we 
do here. So it’s a ve long aay 
All you see is us working for 1 
minutes and you think that’s it, 
but by the time we drive and fly 
and get to the building and eat 
and stuff, we’re putting in 14- 
hour days. : 
WW: That thing with the cops 
at the end of the show was 
hilarious. Was that a work or a 
shoot? | couldn’t tell. 
F: | don’t Know. All | know is | 
was pas iade and the place 
just exploded with cops. Hey, it 

appens. We’ve had scuffles 
with the police before. But my 
head was cut open at the time 
and | was with the medics. 

: Are you married? 

F: Single, with a boyfriend for 
over two years. 
WW: What do you like to do 
outside wrestling? 
F: Basically, I’m the type to

We’re not gonna 
stop going to L.A. And we wouldn’t 
ae them from doing a show in 
Philadelphia! | don’t even want to 
comment on it any further. It’s just 
stupid. they showed a lack of class 
and a total lack of respect for the

Everyone’s Help 


uys, it’s a shame fans 
have to be asked to 
take care of one of our 
own--but that’s the 
way it is. After Johnny 
Valentine’s crash, ona 
Crockett Promotions 
plane he was urged to 
ride to save money, no 
one in the wrestling busi- 
ness helped Johnny 
Valentine out. [Valentine 
was my hero. He was the 
most exciting wrestler of 
my youth, extreme 
before extreme became 
the buzzword it is today. 
His battles with Buddy 
Rogers are legendary. He 
interrupted matches in 
an era when nobody 
EVER interrupted another 
wrestler’s matches. Ina 
word, the man was awe- 
some.--Ed.] Since 1975, 
Johnny’s lived very mod- 
estly, always finding 
some way to pay his 
daily medical bills. He 
lost all use of his limbs 
below his arms, and is 
currently mostly wheel- 
chair-bound. This from 
one of the hardest of the 
hardcore icons. Fans 
have been very good to 
the families of Frank 
Goodish, Art Barr and 
Louie Spicolli when simi- 
lar calls for aid have 
gone out. Well, now it’s time to give 
back to Johnny Valentine for all the 
years of him giving his heart, mus- 
cle, soul and strength to us all. 
Valentine is generally regarded as 
one of the best wrestling athletes of 
the 20th century. He began in 1947 
and wrestled throughout the world, 
without a break, until the plane 
crash. Also injured in the crash were 
Bob Bruggers and Ric Flair, the lat- 
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ter asking Johnny to switch seats 
with him just before the private 
plane took off, a seat that would’ve 
ended Flair’s career as well. Johnny

main-evented in Madison Square 
Garden, Tokyo’s Korakuen Hall, 
San Francisco’s Cow Palace, L.A.’s 
Olympic Auditorium, St. Louis’ Kiel 
Auditorium and literally everywhere. 
He was known as one of the tough- 
est, stiffest wrestlers ever, taking 
Ric Flair under his wing when he 
came to save the Carolina Crockett 
NWA territory during a poor work- 
rate lull. Johnny’s hardcoreness and 


fierce battles changed all that and 
the entire territory improved almost 
overnight with Johnny booking and 
getting fan interest back. 
He also helped develop 
Ricky Steamboat and other 
future stars, being generally 
regarded as the saviour of 
that area, adding to the 
biggest financial boom in his- 
tory until WWF. Johnny is still 
widely respected and loved 
as a legend and a very capa- 
ble trainer. There’s just no 
money to pay all his hospital 
and doctor bills, let alone the 
medications he needs to sur- 
vive. 

I’m taking forever co-writ- 
ing with him his autobiogra- 
phy to help raise money for 
this hardcore great. But his 
bills, pain and deteriorating 
health have grown increasing- 
ly worse the last two months 
to the point where | suggest- 
ed to his wife Sharon that she 
set up a post office box to 
receive donations from those 
interested in helping a 
wrestling legend survive. 

Sharon has been ulcerating 
in worry that they won’t be 
able to pay the med bills 
since his condition has taken 
a rapid downturn. She fears 
he won’t live out the year. 

Valentine was too proud to 
sue. He never got a dime 
after the crash. He was left 

with no savings, no retirement and 
no medical coverage of any kind. 
He’s still a proud man, steadfastly 
refusing to ask for help all these 
years. And he’s still not. It’s myself 
and Wrestling World editor Mike 
Greenblatt, as his fans, and with his 
wife, asking his other fans and fans 
of the hardcore style, for financial 
aid.

Stephanie embraced her Stone 
|Cold savior, and a relieved Vince 
McMahon made his way to the ring, 
‘to thank his bitter enemy. Could the 
war be over? 

A few weeks later, a more shock- 
ing revelation was made. 
Stephanie’s abduction by the 
Undertaker was orchestrated 
iby her father and brother, 
‘solely for the purpose of gain- 
jing Austin’s trust. Stephanie 
was nothing more than a 

“pawn to her family, despite 
her father’s and brother’s 
‘constant pleas that their 
actions were strictly business 
and not personal. Stephanie’s 
introduction to the world of 
the WWF was a bitter one, 
and feelings of betrayal from 
the people she felt she could 
most trust would set the 
precedent for the future. In 
jtime, she would come to for- 
give her family, but she 
}wouldn’t forget what had hap- 
pened. 
| Stephanie’s next adventure 
jin the WWF also revolved 
jaround a wedding, but what 
\began as a sweet love story 
iturned into a series of double 
crosses, which showed that 
ithe vindictive McMahon blood ran 
through her veins as well. Free from 
ithe grasp of the Undertaker, 
Stephanie started developing a 
friendship with WWF up’n’comer 
Test. As part of the now-defunct 
Union, rather than fight against the 
/Ministry of Darkness, Test spent his 
‘time with Stephanie. In front of 
thousands of spectators, a grinning 
Stephanie agreed to go on a date 
with the tall Adonis-like grappler. 
Taking things slowly, Stephanie and 
Test remained discreet about their 
burgeoning love. Older brother 
/Shane saw Test as a threat to his 
jyounger sister, and enlisted his 
\friends from home, The Mean Street 
Posse, to break up the romance. 
/} Overcoming every obstacle thrown 
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in front of them, their relationship 
flourished, and in a rare instance of 
retreat, Shane and Vince backed off 
and accepted Test into the family 
circle, as their engagement brought 
tears to the thousands in atten- 
dance that night. 

Lovers’ bliss took a tragic turn, 
though, when in a backstage fit of 
rage, the British Bulldog hurled a 
garbage can in disgust and acci- 
dentally struck Stephanie in the 
head. The prognosis was amnesia,

and the once strong bond between 
her and Test was hardly even a 
memory now. Several weeks went 
by and slowly Stephanie began to 
regain her memory. A supportive 
family, and ever-attentive Test, 
ignited feelings within her. 
Stephanie reversed the roles the 
next week, and called Test out to 
the center of the ring, where she 
proposed to him. The dream wed- 
ding was upon us, or was it? 

A majestic Monday night RAW 
was the setting as Vince escorted 
his daughter to the ring. Stephanie 
and Test began exchanging their 
nuptials, when all eyes turned to 
the Titantron. Another McMahon 
family enemy, Hunter Hearst 
Helmsley, wanted to present his 


own gift to the stunned wedding 
party. With the use of video tape, 
Triple H replayed the events of the 
previous 24 hours, in which he had 
Stephanie drugged at her own 
bachelorette party, and then ina 
state of unconsciousness, she was 
driven to Las Vegas, where she and 
Triple H were married in a drive- 
through chapel! A terror-stricken 
Test made his way after Triple H, 
while a stunned Vince attempted to 
console Stephanie as she pleaded 
ignorance of the events that had 
taken place. 

An assertive Stephanie assured 
her father and brother that she 
would handle things her own way, 
and confronted Triple H with 
annulment papers. With a mock- 
ing laugh, HHH refused to sign 
the papers, but did agree to a 
match with Vince, stipulation 
being if HHH won, he would get a 
shot at the WWF title, but if he 
lost, he would agree to nullify his 
marriage with Stephanie. A brutal 
war erupted that night , as Vince 
and Triple H battled with a ferocity 
of a pack of wild dogs. The climax 
of the match saw a beaten Triple 
H in the corner of the ring, and 
Vince about to strike him with a 
sledgehammer. Stephanie came 
into the ring and asked her father 
if she could be the one to swing 
the hammer down. As she raised 
the weapon above her head, a 
change of heart overtook her as 
she put the hammer down and 
apologized that she couldn’t do it. A 
bewildered Vince was then sneak- 
attacked by HHH, pinned in the 
middle of the ring! Stephanie 
dropped to her knees in an effort to 
console her father. An adrenaline- 
pumped HHH rose to his full height 
to seemingly strike Stephanie and 
Vince again. A sullen Stephanie 
looked up at HHH. She rose to her 
feet. Her horror-stricken expression 
turned into.a sneaky smile. She 
embraced her new husband and the 
scam was on! They left the ring arm 
in arm as a crumpled Vince could 
only watch in horror. 

“Hell hath no fury like a women 
scorned,” was what Stephanie 
explained to her family the following 
week. With a new aura about her, 


the new Mrs. Helmsley reminded 
her father and brother of the trauma 
they put her through a year earlier, 
and felt this was the best revenge 
possible. A distraught Vince and 
Shane went into denial and took a 
leave of absence from the ring. The 
McMahon-Helmsley faction was in 
full force, and the newleyweds took 
over every aspect of WWF pro- 
gramming. 

Brother Shane returned to claim 
power a month later as he brought 
the giant-like Big Show into the pic- 
ture in order to win the title from 
HHH, and regain his share of power 
in the WWF. A returning Vince also 
made his bid for power siding with 
The Rock. The McMahon family war 
became complete, when Vince’s 
wife and Stephanie’s mother, Linda 
McMahon, entered the mix to stand 
aside Mick Foley. A Fatal Four Way 
Elimination match was set for 
Wrestlemania. The prize was the 
WWF title and complete control of 
the federation. 

A confrontation in the middle of 
the ring with Linda saw Stephanie 
slap her mother in front of her 
brother and father. “Daddy’s Little 
Girl” was in full bitch mode and 
out of control. Blaming her father 
for how things were, she spat that 
he simply had to live with the con- 
sequences. Seeing little option, 
Vince ordered his daughter to 
compete for the Women’s title 
later that night, knowing that an 
experienced Jackie would teach 
the young Stephanie a lesson. 
Stephanie won the match and the 
belt, to further rub salt in the 
wounds of her family. 

Wrestlemania saw a McMahon 
family member in each corner 
supporting their own wrestler. The 
Big Show and Mick Foley were 
eliminated early, leaving Triple H 
and the Rock to end the war. With 
a firm upper hand, Vince entered 
the ring with a steel chair, as the 
frenzied crowd expected him to 
knock Triple H out. In typical 
McMahon fashion, Vince instead 
clocked the Rock, allowing Triple H 
to gain victory. With a devilish grin, 
Stephanie embraced her father and 
the family reunion almost became 
complete the next night on RAW. 


All except Linda celebrated the 
McMahon-Helmsley Faction in the 
middle of the ring . Linda, brave and 
independent, appointed Mick Foley 
as new WWF Commissioner. 

Enter the Angle angle. Olympic 
Gold medalist Kurt Angle had been 
impressing everyone upon his 
entrance into the WWF. He had 


even caught the eye of Stephanie, 
as she openly admitted to thinking 
he was Cute. Increased random 
meetings led to a friendship 
between the two. But in typical 
“Three’s Company” fashion, a 
series of mistaken encounters led 
Triple H to become vocal in his jeal- 
ousy of their growing friendship. 
Triple H’s growing insecurity led to 


verbal confrontations with his wife. 
Unknowingly, he was driving his 
wife away, and Kurt Angle saw his 
opportunity to pounce. Upon com- 
pletion of a match in which 
Stephanie had been knocked out, 
Kurt Angle confessed his love for 
the sexy wife of another man and 
kissed her on the lips before a 
shocked Smackdown crowd. 
Stephanie at first was shocked dur- 
ing the kiss but soon wrapped her 
arms around Angle’s massive 
shoulders. Later, she maintained 
innocence to her ever-impatient 
husband. Once again, Triple H gave 
Stephanie the benefit of the doubt. 
Kurt continued his pursuit, and in 
chess-like strategy, continued to 
drive a wedge between the couple. 
Stephanie remained by her hus- 
band’s side, but kept a faint ear 
open for Kurt’s verbal pleading that 
she leave her jealous and rage-dri- 
ven spouse. 

An argument behind closed 


=] doors caused disruption in the 

&§ WWF locker room, and the police 
& were called on a domestic vio- 

fm lence charge. Triple H was 

y brought down to the station for 

Ba questioning, but was unsure of 


who had made that call. 
Commissioner Mick Foley played 
the role of Detective Sherlock 
Holmes as he laid out reasons 
why several people could have 
been the one to pick up that tele- 
phone. The culprit turned out to 
be the most unlikely person, but 
the one with the most reason to 
do so. It was Test! Test had wait- 
ed long and hard and his revenge 
was sweet. It was also short as 
HHH pinned him quickly and effi- 
ciently in the ring later that night. 

With Test now back in the pic- 
ture, Stephanie McMahon has 
become a marked woman. Will 
she remain by the side of her hus- 
band and continue to stand above 
the WWF mountain? Will she run off 
with Olympian Kurt Angle and tar- 
nish his 3 |’s? Will she return to 
Test, her first true love? Or perhaps 
the bright lights and public spotlight 
will finally wear thin on her, and she 
will decide to shack up with this 
humble journalist! Stephanie, call 
me!

ost wrestling fans 

only know long- 

time woman 

champion 

Fabulous Moolah 
and Mae Young from their current 
WWF skits and octogenarian 
Young's hilarious romantic pairing 
with Olympic strongman Mark 
Henry. But these two 
grappling girl leg- 
ends have been 
competing for many 
decades and in fact 
it was Johnny Mae 
Young who taught 
and trained Fabulous 
Moolah for the ring. 
Mae was a well- 
known carnival 
“shooter” (tough 
wrestlers who can 
really disable oppo- 
nents quickly), 
arguably the tough- 
est lady wrestler in 
the ‘40s and ‘50s. 
Moolah Lillian Ellison 
was being tapped by 
Jack Pfeffer (the 
Vince McMahon of 
his day) to begin 
valeting for Nature 
Boy Buddy Rogers 
as Slave Girl Moolah 
around 1952. Moolah often would 
take bumps much like today’s Terri 
Runnells or Ms. Hancock, and soon 
she was valeting for the likes of The 
Elephant Boy. 

Mae had already toured the world 
to help get women’s wrestling going 
in Japan and Mexico before Moolah 
began testing the waters as a full- 
time lady wrestler. So Moolah was 
well educated and quite equipped 
to battle the likes of such female 
champions as Cora Combs, Penny 
Banner, Nel Stewart, Ida Mae 


Martinez, Mildred Burke or June 
Byers. Mae already had classic 
matches as well as alleged shoots 
with Burke and Byers. 
Rechristened The Fabulous 
Moolah (“because that’s what it 
was all about in wrestling, baby-- 
the moolah!”), she also fought the 
aforementioned female legends.

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Since footage does not exist of 
those titanic battles, there has been 
great debate as to their actual out- 
comes. Neither legend had long- 
lasting careers or influence, some- 
thing Moolah would nurture careful- 
ly over her decades as World 
Woman’s Champion, and later, in 
‘84, WWF Women’s Champion, a 
belt Lita now proudly wears. 


Moolah broke many barriers in 
women’s wrestling from 1960 on--in 
the early ‘70s, she participated in 


the very first New York women’s 
match at the new Madison Square 
Garden (the state had banned 
women’s wrestling many years ear- 
lier). Because the prior organizer of 
women’s wrestling from the ‘40s 
through the ‘60s (Billy Wolf) was 
reportedly oppressive and not the 
best payoff man, 
Moolah used her 
clout to promote 
and manage 
women’s 
wrestling all on 
» her own. She 
was not only a 
traveling champi- 
on (and one of 
the top heels-- 
male or female-- 
of her day), but 
promoted and 
booked her own 
*) World Tag Team 
Women’s 
Champions 
around the 
world--usually 
with Donna 
Chritenello and 
Toni Rose as well 
as Joyce Grable, 
Vicki Williams and Judy Martin in 
various pairings. She even had clas- 
sic battles with lady wrestlers who 
were not part of her stable like 
Banner, Vivan Vachon (sister to the 
famous Vachon Brothers, Mad Dog 
and Butcher), Betti Nicoli, Ann 
Casey and Jean Antone. Just like 
Andre The Giant touring wrestling 
cities as an attraction, the lady 
wrestlers made Moolah the top 
empressario for women’s wrestling 
in the U.S., Canada and Mexico. 
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his 5’3 115-pound cutie—real 
name Stacy Carter—is a two- 

time WWF World Women’s 
Champion. The Kat made her 
WWF debut on a hot Monday 
night RAW in August of 1999. 
She’s the main squeeze of none 
other than Jerry “The King” 


apartment to watch soap operas.

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Exposing 
the 9th 
Wonder

ver the centuries, the world 
Oj uncovered many wonders 

such as the Great Pyramids of 
Egypt, the Grand Canyon and the 
Hanging Gardens of Babylon. Ina 
short several-year span, the World 
Wrestling Federation has uncovered 
two natural phenomenons. The first 
was Andre The Giant, nicknamed 
“The Eighth Wonder of the World.” 
Now there’s Chyna, who has lived up 
to her billing as “The Ninth Wonder 
Of The World,” the most dominant 
female athlete to ever enter the 
squared circle. Too powerful to 
equally compete with other women, 
she has grappled with the WWF’s 
top male stars and has beaten them 
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on their own terms often enough to 
earn both industry-wide respect and 
millions of fans around the world. 
Born Joanie Laurer on December 
27, 1970, one of three kids in 
Rochester, New York, Chyna spent 
her youth earning academic/athletic 
accolades as a way to separate her- 
self from a dysfunctional family situa- 
tion. It got so bad at home, in fact, 
she left at the tender age of fifteen. 
Her Dean’s List grades had earned 
her a United Nations scholarship 
where she traveled to Spain to finish 
her studies and gain her high school 
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diploma, while making sure to also 
see the world by traveling to 
Germany and France where she 
spent much time. From there, she 
won another scholarship, this time to 
study at the University of Tampa, 
Florida, where she majored in 
Spanish literature. 

With her kind nature and ability to 
make others laugh, she proved quite 
popular. Throughout her youth, 
Chyna was noticeably larger in 
stature than her peers. Her college 
years found her spending more time 
working out with weights and taking 


advantage of what she calls her 
genetically gifted body. In 1992, she 
joined the Peace Corps. It was there 
in Costa Rica that she hoped she 
would land a job as a foreign diplo- 
mat. She actually thought seriously 
about working in the Secret Service, 
becoming a female James Bond! To 
make money, though, she sold beep- 
ers, sang in an oldies band, worked 
as an airline attendant, and once even 
as a belly dancer. 

Her diverse and varied work experi- 
ences ultimately led her within certain 
circles that she might not have had 
access to, had she not been as entre- 
preneurial as she was. Through it all, 
the lure of the gym finally claimed her 
soul. While searching for a life’s goal, 
she began taking her body building 
much more seriously, entering fitness 
competitions, and appearing in sever- 
al major fitness and bodybuilding 
magazines. 

The final “life-purpose” finally 
revealed itself one day while she was 
watching professional wrestling on 
TV. Here was her chance to use her 
larger-than-life physical attributes, 
which had been held against her in 
her youth, and her ability to entertain, 
rolled into one. Paying no attention to 
the imposing odds against her, Chyna 
visited a local wrestling trainer, pro- 
moter and legend, Walter “Killer” 
Kowalski [the same Killer Kowalski 
who bit off Yukon Eric’s ear during a 
1954 match—Ed.] Unsure of her deci- 
sion of whether she truly wanted to 
explore this opportunity, she asked if 
she could simply try out a few moves 
to see if she was comfortable. 
Kowalski responded to her request 
with some words that would remain in 
Chyna’s brain until today. She contin- 
ues to use them as inspiration and 
motivation. He simply told her, “You 
either do it, or you don’t.” 

Chyna did. 

Facing the same obstacles and 
biases she did as a child, Chyna then 
found herself being mocked and 
rejected from her fellow wrestling 
classmates. She was the only female 
in her class, and rather than backing 
off and quitting, she used it as moti- 
vation to work harder. During her 
training, she also studied boxing. 

Upon completion of her training at 
Killer Kowalski’s school, she began 
her career wrestling for an organiza- 
tion called Ladysport/Special Events 
Promotions. She adopted the name 
Joanie Lee. She wrestled for several 
months and everyone took notice of 
her. She had a presence when she 
entered the ring that was intimidating 


and enticing. She was gaining experi- 
ence and respect from her peers, 
which is what she wanted more than: 
anything else. As time passed, she 
realized that she wasn’t going to be 
able to sustain a career wrestling 
strictly in women’s organizations. She 
needed to make a jump to the big 
leagues. 

Physically and emotionally exhaust- 


ed, Chyna started self-promoting her- 


self at wrestling shows, gyms and to 
anyone who would listen. Who would- 
n’t listen to a determined woman of 
this stature? Draining her bank 
account with her travels, her persis- 
tence finally paid off when she was 
introduced to Jean Paul Levesque 
who also trained under Killer 
Kowalski. Levesque wrestled in the 
WWE under the name Hunter Hearst 
Helmsley. They developed an imme- 
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diate friendship and seeing how 
determined she was to make it in the 
business, he brought up the idea to 
Vince McMahon. Not thrilled with the 
idea, Vince initially passed. A deject- 
ed Chyna turned her focus towards 
boxing. 

Just prior to having her first pro 
boxing match, she finally received a 
call from McMahon. Persistence from 
her friend Helmsley paid off, and 
McMahon agreed to give her a shot. 
February 1997 saw Joanie debut as 
Chyna at the WWF “In Your House” 
Pay Per View. At the time, Helmsley 
was in a bitter feud with Goldust and 
his valet, Marlena. Chyna entered the 
federation as HHH’s bodyguard. The 
fans immediately took to the female 
Adonis. It greatly pleased Vince. 

Around this time, HHH and Shawn 
Michaels formed Degeneration X (DX), 
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What compels the fans to 
embrace this seemingly streetwise, 
tattooed young woman? “Lita is 
every man’s fantasy and every 
woman’s hero. She is hot, 
talented, and doesn’t 
come out there trying to 
look like a sex symbol. 

That makes her all the 
sexier. To the young 
women who watch her, 
she’s an inspiration. She 
mixes it up with the 
women and can hold her 
own with the men in the 
ring. She oozes sex 
appeal,” says one Lita 
fan. It is hard to argue 
with that assessment. At 
presstime, Lita was the 
WWF woman’s champion 
and was gaining a huge 
fan base. 
The 5’7” 135-pound 

Dumas is neither a paper 
champion nor a valet- 
turned bumptaker. She is 
a well-trained athlete, 
skilled in both judo and 
kickboxing. She realized 
her passion for wrestling 
after watching the 
luchadors on WCW 
around four years ago. 
After meeting wrestler 
Luna (Angelle Vachon), 
Dumas was convinced 
that she, too, wanted to 
be a wrestler. Not sure where to 
begin, Dumas saved her money, 
then headed down to Mexico and 
ended up as a valet for the 
luchadors for a short time. 
Unhappy with that role, she 
returned home to Richmond, 
Virginia (She was born in Florida, 
then migrated to Atlanta, ending up 
in Richmond as young woman) 
determined to save her money and, 
this time, train to be a wrestler. 
Dumas ended up back in Mexico 
to start her in-ring training. Back 
home, Amy worked some indepen- 
dent shows and continued to learn 
how to take bumps and to wrestle 
with the boys in January, 1999. 

Her big television break came 
when she signed with ECW in the 
spring of 1999 as Angelica. 
Although she didn’t get much ring 
time, she did get noticed by the 
fans. Not content with the “side- 
kick” role, Amy enrolled in Dory 
Funk’s Funkin’ Conservatory. Funk 


has seasoned such stars as Kurt 
Angle, The Hardy Boyz, Test, 
Edge/Christian, Val Venis, Steve 
Corino and countless others. 


Continuing with her ECW role, 
Dumas was stuck in Nowhere Land 
as Miss Congeniality. At last, in 
October of 1999, Amy left ECW and 


signed with the WWF. No one 
could know what was in store for 
this gorgeous woman. 

Although Amy looks angelic, the 
tattoo that she sports on her right 


shoulder and arm, tells a different 

story. “I traveled in Europe for a 

while and | decided to get a tattoo 

on my arm. It doesn’t mean any- 
thing, there is no symbolic 
reasoning for it,” she said 
in a recent Internet radio 
interview. 

That’s a free spirited 
woman for you. 

Dumas is a polite, down- 
to-earth girl who has high 
aspirations and hopes for 
herself. She credits Essa 
Rios, whom she met briefly 
in Mexico, as being a terrif- 
ic help to her highflying 
moves when both debuted 
in the WWF. “Whenever | 
asked Essa to help me 
with a move, he would say 
‘Oh that’s easy’ and show 
me how to do it,” she said 
in the interview. 

Dumas has taken bumps 
from the biggest stars in 
the WWF, been through 
the obligatory table, been 
horsewhipped by Trish 
Stratus, powerbombed by 
Eddy Guerrero outside the 
ring (She could not lift for 
six weeks after that one), 
and has been the under- 
dog more than the victor 
since becoming an integral 
part of WWF. Still, every 
time she is down, she 

comes back stronger than ever, to 
the deafening applause of the 
arena fans. 

And what’s not to love? A fresh- 
faced girl with long red hair, a great 
body, and endless talent, Dumas is 
finally getting the accolades she 
worked so hard to earn. Always the 
overachiever, in her 25 years she 
has attended college, traveled the 
world, played bass guitar in a rock 
band, and is now one of the top 
stars in the #1 sports entertainment 
federation in the world. 

Is she content? Well, just about. 
On her official website, www.amy- 
dumas.net, she claims to want to 
have an action figure of herself cre- 
ated, to be in a video game, to 
wrestle in Japan, to do a guest 
appearance on Pamela Anderson’s 
VIP television show and, most of 
all, wants to ride a mechanical bull. 

How many of her male fans 
would pay a week’s salary to see 
that? * 
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free of the cartoonish over-the-top 
manager to move on to more seri- 
ous rivalries. He captured his sec- 
ond World Title from Sycho Sid at 
the 3/97 WrestleMania XIII in a 21- 
minute war. 

In ’97, though, things really got 
strange. In July, Paul Bearer 
revealed a secret from Calaway’s 
past, and The Undertaker was 
beholden to Bearer once again. 
When Kane (Glen Jacobs) 
debuted at the side of Bearer 
(who claimed to be his father, 
having had an affair with The 
Undertaker and Kane’s mother 


recall years from now when they 
think of either man. 

In another transformation of “The 
Phenom,” The Undertaker became 
“The Lord of Darkness,” casting 
spells and sacrificing people on the 
"Undertaker Symbol" or cross. This 
was one of the most controversial 
storylines in the WWF to date as 
the lines between religion, human 
sacrifice, and even implied rape 
were crossed. Sacrificing wrestlers 
with a "ceremonial dagger," The

bizarre twist of events. 

Still, Calaway managed to 
hold on to his fan base even 
when it was revealed what the 
secret was that Bearer knew: 
that he had burned down his 
parents’ house, killing them and 
(he thought) his younger brother 
Kane. The Undertaker denied 
starting the fire. Doubts were 
cast. Bearer dubbed The 
Undertaker a murderer. As 
expected, a brutal feud 
between Kane and the 
Undertaker ensued with a series 
of inferno matches, despite The 
Undertaker’s insistence that he 
would never fight his longlost 
brother. And then, the WWF 
entered into what many say is 
the strangest era of all; "The 
Ministry" era. The Undertaker 
turned vicious and broke into 
Bearer’s home, trashing it and 
beating Bearer silly. However, 
despite the Undertaker’s 
revenge, Calaway broke his 
ankle doing the angle, which 
remains a problem for him 
today. 

In what many will remember as 
the most gruesome match of his 
career, Calaway and Mankind 
fought in a 6/98 "Hell in a Cell" 
match. As fans watched in awe, 
The Undertaker threw Foley off the 
top of a 17-foot-high cage and 
then, as if that wasn’t enough, sent 
him through the cage to the mat, 
leaving a battered Foley with a 
tooth sticking out of his nostril, a 
hole in his lip and several internal 
injuries. Of that match, Calaway 
has said it was his first out-of-body 
experience. Although he had been 
involved in hundreds of brutal 
matches, including the first-ever 
“Hell in a Cell” match against 
Shawn Michaels, plus a stunning 
series of Boiler Room Brawl 
Matches with Foley, the incredibly 
dangerous “Hell in a Cell” Foley 
match is one fans will probably 


no tattoos. 
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Undertaker drew in his pledges by 
hypnotizing them and commanding 
their loyalty. The Undertaker, in his 
darkest days, teamed with "the 
Higher Power" Vince McMahon and 
used McMahon’s daughter 
Stephanie. He stalked her, trapped 
her, and eventually "married her" in 
a forced black wedding which 
many Undertaker fans believe still 
stands today despite the fact that 
Stephanie went on to marry Triple 
H. The Undertaker dark "marriage" 
is not mentioned today on WWF 
television. 

As part.of the "Corporate 
Ministry," The Undertaker led a 
band of dark figures to overtake the 
WWF to become a superheel, yet 
still with a solid fan base that 
refused to turn their backs on him. 
lronically, he won his third World 
Title 5/23/99 from Stone Cold 


Steve Austin at the ill-fated "Over 
The Edge" pay-per-view in Kansas 
City, the night Owen Hart plummet- 
ed to his death. 

His ankle injury, along with vari- 
ous other injuries, continued to 
plague him, but it was a groin injury 
that put him on the shelf in the 
summer of 1999. Just as he was 
about to return to action, a torn pec 
muscle put Calaway on the side- 
lines yet again, until he burst back 
on the scene on May’s “Judgment 
Day” PPV. Gone was 
the zombie creature of 
the night. No more was 
The Undertaker invinci- 
ble. Calaway made the 
biggest transformation 
of all after 10 WWF 
years. He became The 
American Bad Ass, a 
Harley-riding, leather- 
wearing, tobacco- 
chewing street fighting 
man. 

While some hardcore 
Undertaker fans have 
expressed disappoint- 
ment in this radical 
change, most have 
embraced the new per- 
sona, totally into this 
All-American Bad Ass 
and all that he stands 
for. 

We know who the 
Undertaker is but who 
is Mark Calaway? That 
is a much tougher 
question to answer. 
Fiercely private, we 
know he was born in 
Houston on or about 
late March of ‘62 or 
*65, depending upon 
who you consult. We 
also know he’s tat- 
tooed all over his body, 
yet entered the WWF with no tat- 
toos, amassing his collection as a 
star. He recently had his new wife’s 
name, Sara, tattooed across his 
throat. We know his real hair color 
is dark red. His eyes are green. His 
weight dips under and peaks over 
300. About his height, he says, “I 
used to be about 6’10, but I’ve 
been dropped on my head a few 
times so I’m probably closer to 
6’°9"." He told this to TK-99, a 
Syracuse NY radio station a day 
before a Monster Truck guest 
appearance. "I’m about 335 pounds 
now,” he commented on his weight. 

Divorced from first wife Jodi, 
reports vary from him being child- 
less to having several children, a 
subject Calaway refuses to elabo- 
rate on. Those close to him say he 
has no children despite persistent 
rumors. A staunch preserver of his

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personal life, Calaway has no prob- | 


lem talking about his professional 
life. He cites his 10/97 Shawn 
Michaels cell match as his most 
memorable. It was, indeed, brutal 
and groundbreaking. He also feels 
that despite the more gruesome 
Mankind cell bout, his best work 
was with Michaels. 

This reporter recently met with 
Calaway at a signing for the WWF 
Monster trucks in Weedsport, NY, 
his first public appearance as the 
American Bad Ass. Although | spent 
several hours with him, | learned 
very little. He was polite, friendly 
even, especially with children. At 
one point, a small boy broke out 
into tears when he approached 
Calaway but he soothed the child’s 
fears and eventually signed the 
boy’s shirt and left him with a smile. 
Although very quiet in public, his 
humor shined through as he 
cracked sly jokes and chatted with 
the fans. Still, it was obvious he was 
in pain. 

"lm not 100% yet,” he tells 
Wrestling World, “more like 75%, 
maybe 80%.” We’re sitting together 
on his much-needed break from the 
autograph signing. "I’m getting 
there though,” he adds about his 
health. After riding a Harley (his own 
is a Titan) around the dirt track a 
few times to the cheers of the peo- 
ple in the stands, he conducts an 
Undertaker soundalike contest. 
This is where Calaway seems 
more in his element. He has the 
mic, the crowd is watching, he 
jokes with each impostor, and 
picks a winner by crowd 
applause. After several hours in 
the summer sun and heat, he 
retreats to his trailer, before bid- 
ding the two media people 
allowed to remain by his side for 
the entire day good bye. He has a

and he’s looking forward to a 
good night’s sleep. Despite a 
slight limp and obvious exhaus- 
tion, Calaway stops and chats 
with several people on his way to 
the car. "The Bad Ass is an 
extension of myself," he says. 
"Hey, it’s the year 2000. This is 
not a change in persona but a 
transformation," he tells one 
reporter who follows him to the 
parking lot. "I believe | have the 
same fans and same support now 
that | always did, I’ve just taken 
my character into the present." 
Indeed, The American Bad 
Ass is very much akin to Mark 
Calaway. He has been an avid 
biker for years and is taken very 
seriously in the locker room for 
his quiet strength and honesty.

Life for Calaway has been evolv- 
ing since he started wrestling, but 
his recent rash of injuries and the 
compilation of years of bumping 
have slowed the big man down. 


"After wrestling, I’ll take a few years 
just to heal up. I’m kept together 
right now like an old Harley with 
bailing wire and duct tape and |’m 
gonna just take it easy for a while, 
then get on my bike and see where 
| end up," he said in the radio inter- 
view. However, he is nowhere near 
ready to lay low. He recently signed 
a multiyear contract extension with - 
the WWF. ; 
Calaway’s life has evolved, just 
as his character has, and he is 
content with his married life and 
doing his best in the ring, with no 
aspirations of anything bigger. "| 
just want to be a wrestler," he once 
said and that holds true today. For 
The American Bad Ass, the change 
in persona was nowhere near as 
shocking to the fans as he expect- 
ed. He readily admits he expected 
more strife when he returned on his 
bike. But the fans embraced The 
Phenom and he is going strong, 
chokeslamming his way through 
his matches and dealing with his 
injuries on a daily basis. When 
asked whether he liked being a 
heel or a fan favorite better, he

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ordon Solie, whose 

realistic calling of 

wrestling matches for 

so many promotions 

over four decades, 
died July 28th at the age of 71 at 
his home in New Port Richey, FL 
after a lengthy battle with throat 
cancer that had spread 
to his brain. The fact that 
his voice was his life, 
didn’t stop him from 
going out with friends 
just a few weeks prior to 
his death, even if he had 
to use an electronic 
voicebox. 

Solie began announcing 
wrestling in ’50s 
Florida, later gaining 
fame on TV’s Georgia 
Championship Wrestling 
(later World 
Championship 
Wrestling). His credible call of the 
matches, and dead-serious delivery 
earned him the nickname of "The 
Walter Cronkite of Pro Wrestling 
Announcers." 

Ted Turner never forgot Gordon 
Solie helping make WTBS cable’s 
first Superstation success, keeping 
him on the payroll until he was out 
of the Time-Warner merger loop. 
Turner often praised Solie publicly, 
as a fan and a friend, but Solie was 
also a real friend to the entire 
wrestling business, proving, in ’76, 
that primetime cable wrestling 
could still draw ratings. 

Born 1/26/29 in Minneapolis, MN, 
he moved to Tampa after a 1950 Air 
Force stint. As a radio announcer, 
his responsibilities included various 
pro wrestling functions. Cowboy 
Luttral, a top Florida promoter, 
hired him to ring announce, a task 
Solie excelled at for a decade 
before getting the call-up to 
become the main television 
announcer for Championship 
Wrestling From Florida, syndicated 
throughout the northeast. Over the

WW: Well, you made a lot of money 
and became a star because of it. 
You can’t complain there! 

J: No, | certainly can’t complain 
about that, true. I’m just ready to 
move on to the next phase of my 
life, wrestling. | like the fact that | 
could actually invite my mother to 
finally come and see me work! 
She’s a New York lawyer, and this 
is great. She came to the 
Hammerstein Ballroom shows. I’m 
proud of that. As far as anyone else 
making these types of transitions 
from the old thing, | don’t think it 
could be done. | think it takes a cer- 
tain type of drive and a certain type 
of person, and | don’t think that 
that’s what that business is filled up 
with. I’m just very fortunate. 

WW: It’s certainly a big step. Not 
many people get to go on to second 
careers and have great success. 

J: | think also the fact that I’m still 
learning to work, that also helps. 
That in itself says I’m serious. And 
[ECW president] Paul [E. Heyman] 
saw that. | went somewhere else 
looking for a job and they were just 
like, "Well, no, we can’t use you 
because of your past,” and |’m like, 


everyone has a past. Is that the 
worst thing anyone could do? You 
have ex-criminals on TV! You have 
people who have done serious 
things succeeding, and | have noth- 
ing against them, ever, hell, half of 
‘em are my friends! [laughing] 

WW: Well, the porn industry has a 
habit of chewing you up and spit- 
ting you out. 

J: Right. | left it. | just felt there was 
something better out there for me 
and | found it. | found something | 
really really like to do, and this is it! | 
didn’t like the other things | did. | 
did, though, like making public 
appearances and meeting my fans. 
WW: You didn’t like all those 
movies you made? You didn’t like 
appearing in them? 

J: Only a couple of them | did. The 
other ones | just didn’t like dealing 


with the mentality, most of all. 
Being associated with those peo- 
ple, people of that caliber. | just 
have a problem being associated 
with drug addicts, with people who 
have a lot of psychological issues.

J: It’s never gonna happen. Go 
ahead and buy the old stuff.* 


Fabulous Moolah 
and Mae Voung 
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in the U.S., Canada and Mexico. 
She also wrestled in Japan for what 
is now All Japan Women’s 
Wrestling and was the most recog- 
nizable female wrestler from the 
1960s on. But her greatest fame 
was yet to come. 

When Vince McMahon Jr. and his 
WWE went national in 1984, Moolah 
was contacted to be a part of it 
because of her years of service to 
his father. 

As McMahon tried to form public 
relations bonds with the entertain- 
ment and music worlds, he 
involved Moolah as the ring general 
versus Wendi Richter and her man- 
ager, singer Cyndi Lauper, at the 
time of the first Wrestlemania. 
Moolah put Richter over to help 
establish her as wrestling’s young 
female superstar, and later returned 
to save the women’s wrestling 
scene once again, after Richter and 
the WWF parted ways. The celebri- 
ty rub by rock star Cyndi Lauper 
proved highly important as it put 
the WWF on the map of cool. 
Moolah would later appear in 
Lauper’s video for the Goonies 
movie along with Captain Lou 
Albano, Rowdy Roddy Piper, The 
lron Sheik and Classy Freddie 
Blassie. lt was an amazing media 
time for Moolah and the WWF. 
Moolah even had a daughter who 
wrestled for a number of years with 
former wrestling/country music pro- 
moter Buddy Lee. 

Mae and Moolah have been 
inducted and honored by many 
halls of fame. Both still serve on the 
board of the Ladies International 
Wrestling Association. One goal of 
the association is to establish a 
badly-needed retirement center for 
female and male wrestlers. They 
continue to train both sexes and put 
on occasional shows in Columbia, 
South Carolina where Moolah is still 
queen and even has a street named 
after her: Moolah Drive!l+*

aware of the mid-’70s plane crash 
that ended Johnny Valentine’s in- 
ring career but not his fighting spirit 
or brilliant wrestling mind. To date, 
those in the business have never 
offered any financial aid, and cer- 
tainly there was no retirement, 
Keoghs or insurance from our busi- 
ness for the decades of health care 
needed. 

"He’s been in constant pain since 
1975, and finally needs to ask for 
help, something he vowed he 
would never do. Johnny once told 
me, ‘I’ve lost the use of my legs 
and I'll be on braces and crutches 
or in a wheelchair the rest of my 
life, but everyone in the business 
seems to think my brain is crippled 
as well. l’ve made millions of dollars 
for the McMahons, for the 
NWA/WCW and the Crockeits in 
the Carolinas and promoters 
around the world. I’m not mad, I’m 
just sorry they think | can be of no 
use to the business.’ 

“Johnny is truly a good man with 
a great heart and an undying love 
for the business to this day. He's 
still in training and has trained many 
young wrestlers on how to be stiff. 
He’s still a booking genius. He can 
lend his expertise to any wrestling 
company, since many have lobbied 
for him to deservedly run a training 
territory like Memphis; for WWF, 
WCW or Japan. Johnny’s biggest 
fight since the NWA plane crash 
has been his constant battle with 
pain and overwhelming weekly 
doctor, physical therapy and hospi- 
tal bills. Financial aid of any kind 
would be of great help as well as 
letters and cards. | urge you to 
contribute whatever you can to this 
great giant who gave his heart and 
soul to the business to: Johnny and 
Sharon Valentine, PO Box 10792, 
River Oaks, TX 76114.

in which Chyna continued her body- 
guard-like role. She would constantly 
interfere in their matches by low-blow- 
ing their opponents, giving DX tainted 
victories. Even though she was bigger 
than many of the male wrestlers she 
was attacking, many wouldn’t strike her 
back because she was a woman. This 
changed when an irate Ken Shamrock 
suplexed her in front of a national tele- 
vision audience after she cost him a 
match. Chyna eventually started 
becoming more actively involved, com- 
peting regularly in matches with men. 
She was way too big to fight with the 
WWF women so she simply began 
beating the men! Her first male pinfall 
victim was Val Venis. 

Chyna’s first main-event victory 
came by defeating the very man who 
gave her a job, Vince McMahon. She 
tossed him over the top rope in a Battle 
Royale to determine the combatants for 
that year’s King of the Ring 
Tournament. She would go on to be 
defeated by Road Dogg, but, in the 
process, proved the point that she 
belonged. 

October 17, 1999 was a historic day 
in the WWF as Chyna defeated Jeff 
Jarrett at the “No Mercy” Pay Per View. 
She became the first woman to ever 
hold the WWF intercontinental 
Championship. Jeff Jarrett would leave 
the WWF after this match. Chyna 
defended the belt nobly but wasn’t able 
to keep her reign for long, as she lost 
the belt a little over a month later. 
(Note: She would go on to win the belt 
again in August of this year, by again 
defeating Val Venis.) 

Chyna was now a main player in the 
WWF. She was part of many of the 
cliques that formed including DX, the 
Corporation, and even the Corporate 
Ministry. She served as an on-again 
off-again valet for Chris Jericho and 
Eddie Guerrero. 

Whether appearing on RAW, handing 
out awards on MTV, or making appear- 
ances at the Democratic National 
Convention, the popularity of Chyna 
continues to soar. In addition to numer- 
ous commercials, she has appeared on 
NBC-TV’s The Tonight Show with Jay 
Leno and Third Rock from the Sun. A 
fitness video will also be released. 

Joanie Laurer transformed herself 
from a shy insecure booksmart girl into 
a self-assured, talented inspiration to 
millions of girls around the world. She 
has achieved heights that she never 
believed to be possible. And to this 
day, her star continues to soar. Chyna 
has definitely earned her title as “Ninth 
Wonder Of The World.”
